4. As to claim 1 , the prior art USPN 5,03 1 ,225 to Tachikawa et al. and USPN 6,993,205 to 
Lorie et al. (already of record) each discloses determining the orientation of a form or document 
using text in the form or document and rotating by 90 degrees until the proper orientation is 
determined. However, neither teaches nor fairly suggests using a graphic image comprising non- 
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text as a spatial orientation model and for determining the spatial orientation of a form, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim.
